You've lied about so much I assume you lied in telling me how long ago you'/s/ moved 
to Nevada anti tliat the post office will still forward this. 

You lied a month or so ago when you told me that the cassettes were just becoming avail- 
able and that you'd send me one with^a week. I've not gotten one from you. 

But a reporter friend of more? than two decades, knowing that the blurbing on the box 
is inconsistent with wliat he knows of what I say and do, phoned me to ask me about it and 
then sent me his cassette. 

From the blurbing on the box I do not expect you to send me any cassette because the 
blurbing alone makes it clear that you lied to me to get me to agree to be interviewed and 
then misused me for exactly the reason I insisted on your v/ord tliat you would not use me 
that way, to give credibility to those who h^ie commercialized and exploited the great 
national tragedy of the JFK assassination. Of whom you clearly are still another. Who is 
accurately described by the old ^atin Maxim, penis erectis soiam non habet. Translation: 
a stiff prick has no conscioence. 

You have clearly violated our agreement and that agreement had as its basis your 
assurance you would not use me as you do ih this complete abandonment of anything decent, 
moral or ethical in your disgraceful "JFK ASSASSINATION— the J in Garrison Tapes. You had 
no right to use me in this trash and in using me that way ya.u have forefeited any right to 
use me in any other way. This is to remind you of that and to ask that you keep another 
promise you iaade, to give me for deposit the full taping you did when you A/ere here. 

You may not use it and I do want it so I now ask you for it and I also ask that, 
having lost any right to use any of it, you keep no copy from which you might make another 
use you have no right to” make. 

Credit to Steve Jaffee as supervising producer reminds me of the last time I saw him. 
While I tliink nothing makes any difference to yoh( when after making thi3 agreement with me 
and after I told you the truth about b arrison I am not proud about being so late acknow- 
ledging to rnyself, you were unprinicpled ejyjugh to use then after more than too decades and 
representing falsely on the package tliat they are recent interviews, ij&Ll encapsulate 
that for you. 

I was staying with a photographer friend in 14 ew Orleans when early one ij?omxng Jafle 
phoned to ask my friend if he had a 16 mm projector or knew where one could be gotten at 
that early hour. Overhearing tliat end of the conversation I took the phone and told Steve 

that - 1 - lenow ',;here there was one and also offered him transportation. He accepted that and 
told me to pick him and Herve Lamarre, aka James Hepburn and vh±> knows how many &ther names 9 




up at the Ponte hart ruin Hotel on St. Charles. Lamarre asked if we could make a stop 
first at ''illerie's Ooal Scuttle, s v _urely the least promising of businessman as I 
recall now Royal, in the French Quarter. I went back later and took pictures. She had 
her bagged coal and wood business open from 10 until 3» aM othe?-lndication that hers wa 3 
not a serious business in that climate, .sealing expensive bagged fuel only when most 
people work and can't get it. While Lamarre was bisiting that young widow I tried once again 
th bring Jaffe back to reality. He had already been involved in what could liave been 
disastrous with the Shaw case still before the Supreme Court with Lamarre, involving 
Garrison publicly with the fake book Lamarre liad produced. It was originally titled, 
"L'Amerique U^ule. " At Garison's suggestion it was retitled, "Farewell america." I

had blocked Garrison's use of that product of the French spookerie by giving a copy of the 
manuscript to a man libelled in it, a nan wealthy enough to sue. But as iTefore, nothing 
made any difference to Jaffe, then still s student and i%rk Lane's protege hired by Garrison 
when he was competent to do nothing to be an investigator. 

Garrison did send him to France allegedly to pick up the "evidence" on which the 
book was allegedly based, //e got no evidence to return with be 04 ; use none existed.

You belong with Jaffe, too. 

I'm sorry tliat you are so without morals, ethics or principles that you would now, 
after knowing the truth, c&mmercialise worthless Garrison interviews you had and 

that to do this you could bring yourself to violating our agreement while assuring me you 
had not. I repeat, you liave no right to use the interview of me, ask you not to do it again 
and tliat for once you keep your word by giving me the cassettes of your interview of me.
